nothing but a set of law violators. 
This impression, he declared, had 
been caused by a bigoted press con- 
trolled by the hiearcay of Roman- 
ism.

there were 10,000,000 red blooded 
men and women who belonged to 
the order in the U. S. He believed 
the Klan -was an answer to the 
prayer of our forefathers. 
They 


had established Thanksgiving day 
and in spite of persecutions they 
thanked God for the things that 
they had, he said. He 
declared 


that the constitution should be up- 
held by the people or today.

also realized that things had been 
said to overthrow the Christian re- 
ligion and prayer. The Klan be-f 
Lered in free speech and a free; 
press, he asserted. The reason the j 
Klan had been maligned by the | 
press, he declared was because 80 
per cent of the press was controlled , 
by Rome. , That is the reason the j 
K. K. K. has been lacerated by the 
press, he said. "A short time ago," 
he said, "eight men were added to 
the organization in a week, but at 
present they were joining at the 
rate of 1,000 per day, for no other 
reason than because of the princi- 
ples on which it was founded."

should have the right to walk the 
streets without fear of being in- 
sulted, no matter how largo the 
city or where they go. He wanted 
America made safe for them even 
at midnight. The Klan he 
said 


atood for the purity of the Ameri- 
can home, and the bringing back of 


cchoolfl wre teaching the catechism 
to their pupils.

Continuing he said there were 


people who were opposed to the 
Klan who did not understand them. 
A second claw who were opposed 
to the Klan were those who were 
not playing square, he said.

wife they had a right to be afraid 
of "the boys in white." 
A third 


class opposed to the Klan were 
those whose program was not in 
harmony with American principles. 
Speaking of Gov. Walton, of Okla- 
homa, the speaker said that he had 
dug hi,? own grave, ana that all 
that now remained was for him to 
step into it. He declared that be- 
cause two men who belonged to the 
Klan tad overstepped themselves 
and committed a crime was no rea- 
son why the entire order should be 
condemned.
